Heligoland, Germany, March 5.—Sixtv- 


six of the crew of the German torpedo 
boat "S-178" were drowned when the 
little vessel was rammed l>y the cruiser 
Yorck in the 
North 
sea last night. 


Among the dead are the commander of 
the boat, Lieut. Koch, and his first offi- 
cer. 


The surgeon* and engineer and fifteen 


men of the crew were paved. The tor- 
pedo boat sank immediately. 


Torpedo boat destroyer "'S-178" was 


one of the newest destroyers in the Ger- 
man fleet. It displaced 036 tons and car- 
ried a complement of 84 officers and men. 


"S-178" was returning 
during 
tliu 


night from maneuvers in which it had 
participated with the German battleship 
Meet, the cruiser • squadron and 64 othor 
torpedo boat destroyers. The destroyers 
attempted to pass through the intervals 
into the column of warships while the 
latter were steaming ahead at full speed. 
The commander of the "S-17H1' calculated 
the distance incorrectly and his boat 
was nit completely in halves by the 
crtiiser Yorck and sank immediately. 


The Yorck signalled the accident to 


the other vessels of 
the fleet 
which 


slowed down and cruised round in the 
vicinity flashing their searchlights in all 
directions. 
Small boots were lowered 


from all the vessels mid succeeded in 
picking up two of»the officers and fif- 
teen of the crew of the sunken destroyer.

Washington, March 5.—In the first 


statement he has issued from the white 
house since he became president, Mr. 
Wilson announced today that he would 
decline to see applicants for office in 
person except those he invited. 


Charles H. Crane, of Chicago, vice 


chairman of the finance committee of 
the Wilson campaign, -was the first to 
have an appointment with the presi- 
dent. He called, he said, merely to pay 
his respects and was leaving tomorrow 
for Chicago, where he expected .to hear 
the speech of Walter L. Fisher before 
the Commercial club. Mr. Crane said he 
believed it would be an important ut- 
terance. 


Mr. Crane has frequently been men- 


tioned since the campaign for a diplo- 
matic post. Though the president 1ms 
made no offers ns yet. it is considered 
probable that Mr."Crane will become 
ambassador to Russia. The members of 
the new cabinet arrived while Trident 
Wilson was talking with Mr. Crane.

of the navy, was first and he was fol- 
lowed by Lindlcy M. Garrison, the new 
secretary of war; Wm. B. Wilson, the 
first secretary of labor; William Jen- 
nings Bryan, the new secretary of state;

curred. He says no cause is known for 
the attack as no provocation of any kind 
was given by the American soldiers.

Col. (luilfoyle in case of further attack 
not to return lire unless it is necessary 
to protect, life on the American side. H« 
also has cautioned him to keep his men 
under cover as far as possible, so as not 
to invite hostile acts from irresponsible 
parties.

Judge Eggeman Bules in 


Suit to Recover the 


Gtruber Estate. 


.ICIDE NOT A CRIME 


Judge John W. Eggeman sustained in 


Uie circuit court today the demurrers 
Oled by attorneys for Daniel Cope to the 
complaint under which John W. Bruns 
•ought to recover the estate of Charlotte 
Oruber Cope, who committed suicide, on 
the ground that the husband aided and 
abetted the deceased in her self-destruc- 
tion and held at the same time that sui- 
clde is not denoted as a crime under 
the laws of Indiana. 


By his ruling Cope is declared entitled 


to the estate, his marriage is pronounced 
Tmlid and the inheritance laws of the 
•tate that provide for a husband to in- 
herit from a wife, where there are no 
parent* or no children, is sustained. 


The judge set* out in his decision that 


It i» abhorent to the normal mind for a 
parson who has prompted 
another to 


take his or her life to profit by the 
death of such person, but adds that the 
courts have no legislative powers and 
mutt construe the statutes as they are 
found and that laws can not be made 
by the judiciary to meet special cases. 


He suggests that suicide ought to lie 


included among the public offenses and 
Relieves that an appeal taken from his 
decision will probably result in the pas- 
sice of an act BO designating it. The 
judge did not pass upon whether or not 
Cope was responsible in any manner fur 
the death of his wife, as the case did 
not reach a point where this point was 
at issue. 


The chief benefit to be derived from a. 


law of this kind would be to reach per- 
sons who might incite, self-destruction. 
or who might lend their nid or connive 
in any wav to obtain profit, advance- 
ment or personal gratification through 
this channel. 


The case is ono of the mo«t complex 


tbat has been filed in the local courts 
for a number of years and attorneys 
har« awaited a finding with the most in- 
tense interest. Judge Edward O'Rourke. 
and Attorneys Joseph Fluley and Frank 
Belot appeared for Cope and Judge 11. 
B. Drelbclbiss and H. I. Smith represent- 
ed Bruns. 


The sustaining of tho demurrer re- 


sulted in the refusal of Brims to plead 
further and the matter will go to the 
hightr state courts for a final decision. 
In his finding tho judge covered fully all 
of the grounds under which objections 
were raited to th« complaint and con- 
sumed several weeks looking up the au- 
thorities.

SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 


Indianapolis, March 5.—CJovernor Ral- 


slun has signed the Tingle inheritance 
tax act, but since the bill did not carry 
an emergency clause it will not become 
a law -until the governor issues his 
proclamation som<* time in April declar- 
ing all acts of the general assembly to 
be in force. 


The '('ingle inheritance tax .-vet is re- 


garded as one ut' the must important 
pieces of legislation of the present ses- 
sion. 
Inheritances 
are 
divided into 


classes, as. also, are the relatives and 
beneficiari'-s, according to their degree 
iff relationship to the decedent. The act 
also establishes what is designated as a 
primary rate «f 
taxation 
on all be- 


quests, this primary rate applying to 
inheritances of 
less 
than &I5,OUU in 


value. 


Primary Rat*. 


Where the benelii-iary is the husband, 


wife, lineal issue, or linen! ancestor, the 
primary rate is 1 per cent of the clear 
market value of the inheritance; where 
the benetieiary is a brother or sister or 
a decedent ut a brother or sister, a wife 
or widow of u son or the hnsbttnd of a 
daughter ut' a decedent, the rate is 1 y2 
per cent; where the beneficiary is an 
uncle or a«mt uf the decedent, the tax 
is .1 per cent; where the beneficiary is 
the brother or sister of the. grandfather 
or grandmother of the decedent the tux 
is 4 per cent; where the beneficiary shall 
be of any other degree of collateral con- 
sanguinity than above stated, or shall l» 
a, stranger in blood to the decedent, or 
shall bo a body politic or corporate, the 
tax is 5 per cent.

Exemptions" From the Tax. 


The following amounts are exempt 


from tin; inheritance tax under the act: 
All property transferred to municipal 
corporations for strict!v public use; be- 
quests to religious or educational insti- 
tutions, or to any bishop, rector or pas- 
tor, trustees or governing board of such 
institution where the properly is to be 
used solely for educational, charitable 
or religions purposes; property worth 
up to $10,000 for the widow arid $'2,00(1 
to a husband, child or lineal ancestor of 
the decedent; other small exemptions, 
ranging from iflOO to $500, according to 
the degree of relationship. 


The administrator, e.xccutor or trus- 


tee of an estate are held personally li- 
able for the payment of the inheritance 
tax. 
The tax shall be paid to the treas- 


urer of the county having jurisdiction 
of the estate. 
If the tax is paid within 


one year a discount of 
!> per cent is 


made. 
If the tax is not. paid within 


eighteen months interest at the rnlc. of 
10 per cent shnll lie charged. All inher- 
itance taxes collected shall be sent, to 
the auditor of stole at once, and the tax-

slate treasury. 


The bil! given the governor authority to 
appoint, on the request of the state tax 
board, an inheritance tax investigator, 
at, a salary of not more than $2,000 a 
year and expenses, whose business it 
shall be to investigate all eases where 
it is reported that the law is being 
evaded.

Public Service Commission. 


Governor Ealston has affixed hi? signature to the bill 


creating a public service commission iu Indiana, the one 
piece of legislation that is held to stand out above all 
others in the work of the present legislature, and it will 
go into effect on May 1, superseding the state railroad 
commission which is transferred bodily into the new plan 
of state control of utlities. 


Popular demand for governmental supervision of 


street and interurban railways, telephone and telegraph 
companies, heat, light, water and power companies, as 
well as elevator and warehouse companies, has forced 
itself forward in the past few years as one of the pro- 
gressive ideas that will not be denied. It is held that the 
companies supplying service of this character enjoy 
peculiar rights.and privileges.which they have received 
from the public, and without which they could nut exist. 
The nature of the case, also, invests them with control 
that must be largely monopolistic, and that by virtue of 
its grants the public is entitled to supervision to the ex- 
tent that it may be certain of fail1 treatment in rates and in 
service. But the law at the same time throws up a similar 
safeguard for the companies, for it provides against tin-1 
warranted and unfair imposition upon the companies. Reg-1 
illation through governmental agencies, in short, is assum- 
ed as an inherent right of the people. The Indiana law is 
doubtless not perfect, but it is believed by its friends to bo 
the best statute of this nature ever enacted. Defects can 
be subsequently remedied, but the fact that a start ha; 
been made in utilities control is a matter upon which the 
people of Indiana may well congratulate themselves. 


The incorporation of the Richmond, Portland and 


"Fort Wayne Railroad company, marks a revival of the 
project for the extension of the present Fort Wayne- 
Decatur interurban line southward from the later city. 
completely paralleling the Grand Rapids and Indiana road 
over its entire line from Fort Wayne southward.

I have just come Irom the inaugural 


parade.

delightful spring smell in the air. 


The stand where we sat was on the 


north side of the court of honor. Tho 
president's reviewing stand, just oppo- 
site, was decorated with roses. 


It had ji 
simple, 
dignified

faende. 
So the president seemed to bo 


standing in the doorway of a great man- 
sion. 


We waited about two hours before the 


review begun. When we got there the 
crowd was already considerable. 


It kept .increasing. 
1 felt the- masses of humanity as they 


aunt- up the steps, causing the stand to 
vibrate. 


It was a clean, good-natured, jolly 


cro»r*il out on a holiday. 
I really en- 


joyed being in a multitude of men, wom- 
en nnd children who were having a good 
time. 


Now and then, the jar and the shaking 


of the stand made me think that I felt 
the base drum nnd band, but it was only 
the music of the multitude. 


Hut. at last the first band of the parade 


arrived, and I felt its spirited music pc.il 
forth "Hail to'the Chief!" 


1 could get much more out of the won- 


ilerful spectacle than some people think 


I can. They do not kifow the sensation, 
that 1 have when the ground under my 
feet is shaken by the trump of ten thou- 
sand feet, when I feel the thumping and 
the prolonged roll of many drums, the in- 
cessant hum in the air all about me. 


I. enjoyed most the rich, f:ir, rolling 


music of the United States Marine baud. 


I would also feel the 'people belore, 


behind, and beside me..bending forward 
as they looked with all their eyes at 


2 horses and the handsome troops. 


Now and then there were bursts of ap- 
plause and loud cheering. So I think [ 
entered into the pleasure of the people 
just as fully as if 1 could have seen and 
neard with them. 


There was another pleasant .thing 


about the parade—the remarkable free- 
dom of the city from dust. The asphalt 
streets were so clean that the troops 
scarcely raised any dust' when

passed by.

Judging from all the details which 


were given me of the. 'parade, it had no 
simplicity whatever, 
it was elaborate 


and expensive. 


But it was jolly and did not seem to

Mr. Wilson honestly believes that iie

be fulfilled. 


I met Mr. Wilson some years ago in 


Princeton. From his firm hand and th". 
few sentences which be spoko to me, I 
judged that he w-as a man of siiicer.i 
character and unusual moral force. 


No one doubts his integrity, but does 


he realize the facts?

ernment which controls industry;
